Watch: Nicola Formichetti 
Interview For SHOWstudio 
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Leading up to his first collection for Diesel, Nicola Formichetti sat down with Lou Stoppard, Editor of Nick Knight's 
SHOWstudio, for a 20-minute interview. Although brief, the first ever Artistic Director for the denim empire 
speaks about his use of social media to "reboot" a 35 year old brand in the modern age of popular hashtag 
networks such as tumblr, twitter, and instagram. More importantly, the interview is about Formichetti's long 
running career and his reflection back on it. 

By now Formichetti is no stranger in the fashion realm, in fact after being Lady Gaga's Fashion Director he's 
turned into a celebrity who sits among one of the most recognizable and influential figures in fashion. However, 
his career goes further back - to the early days of two important British magazines. He served as a stylist for 
Arena Homme+ and as a photo and writing contributor for Dazed & Confused eventually becoming their Fashion 
Director and finally their Creative Director. Since then he's respectively regenerated Mugler as Creative Director 
and Designer, overlooked Vogue Hommes Japan until it became GQ Style, was Uniqlo's Creative Director, and 
also launched his own line Nicopanda. But his creative control has been more obvious with the rustic-chic brand 
Diesel where consequently his own image as a multicultural, tech-savvy, playful punk is being tagged-along with 
the new campaign he himself is overseeing. 

His interview with SHOWstudios covers his obsession with fashion and magazines and the lifestyle that follows, 
something I think a lot of us share. Formichetti and Nick Knight have collaborated together for the re-booting of 
Diesel, so it's only proper they would interview him.

Not since the likes of Bjork, Massive Attack, and Aphex Twin has there been a new music artist who has been 
able balance their unique and enigmatic artistic output with a sound that compliments it, and there has 
been no other artist in recent memory who has been celebrated this much for it.

He then began working with 
Tatiana. Their work has been featured in several publications and editorials, they have released a book of their 
collaborative work, and have begun working in interior design with most recently designing a nightclub in Los 
Angeles called The Lash. Hart+Leskina are based in New York.
